WHEAT STEM RUST 
THE SERIOUS OUTLOOK 


The protection of our wheat 
crops from the fierce attacks of 
wheat stem rust is infinitely more 
difficult than it was even imagin- 
ed to be a year or even a few 
months ago. Few people indeed 
have an adequate concept of the 
complexity of the problem as. it 
is now revealed. 

This is a summary of the con- 
sidered views of the most eminent 
and distinguished scientists in 
plant pathology and physiology, 
genetics and plant breeding from 
Mexico, Canada, the United States 
and the Rockefeller Foundation, 
who together regently held a 3- 
day conference in Winnipeg. What 
was considered a short time ago 
to be a simple problem of develop- 
ing a new variety of wheat to 
combat what was termed 15-B, 
now turns out to be the infinitely 
greater problem of producing a 
Wheat that will be resistant to 
already existing and innumerable 
io-types or combinations of 15-B 

ewh behaving differently — 
and to many other potential new 
races of rust which nature at any 
time can, and probably — will, 
launch upon our crops. 

This will require more labora- 
tory equipment, greenhouses, land 
and workers, and so increased 
money grants for further research 
in plant pathology and plant 
breeding than is now available. 
It is considered that equipment, 
personnel and money now avail- 
able is only about ten to eleven 
percent of what is needed to pro- 
tect our wheat crops against most 
serious losses.

Sweet Clover Weevil 


Our discussion this week concerns 
an insect that has caused loss to 
many farmers who have grown sweet 
clover in the last few years. Sweet- 
clover weevils are small, slender, drab 
-gray snout beetles. They feed on the 
tender plant leaves and stems, cating 
out circular or crescent shaped notch- 
es. You are much more likely to see 
the damage than the weevil itselt. 
which drops to the ground and hides, 
or plays “Possum” when disturbed 
The larvae. or grubs attack the roots, 
but apparently do little edamage 
there. This insect attacks sweetclover 
particularly. Alfalfa, however, may 
be severely defoliated if migrating 
v eevils are forced onto it by searcity 
of sweet clover. The adult weevils 
overwinter in the upper inch of trash 


or soil in the fields in which they were | 


teeding before cold weather. 


In spring they emerge and begin| 
feeding: on warm days they disperse | 


by flying. Eggs are laid below the 
soil surface near the plant base. These 
hatch into young larvae, which craw! 
down the plant to the rootlets to 


feed but they do not attack the ‘op! 
root. Chief damage is done by ad-} 


ults. The larvae pupate under the 
soil. New adults often move from 
fields in an army of a hundred or 


more per square foot. They strip the| 


plants of leaves as they advance.
